Negro suffrage and equality before the 
law are fixed, immutable facts, and we 
ehould submit, whether we believe it 
right or not. The Leuger says: We 
submit to it here in Tennessee because 
it is forced upon us by the usurpations 


ol an oligarchy, and we are powerless 


to prevent it, and not as a matter 
of choice.“ Exactly! 
scold and rail against what you 
are powerless to prevent,“ especial- 


ly when your fretting rivets the 


chains more tightly. We will always 
de powerless if we continue to abuse 
the very means by which we may hope 
to gain power. We quote again from 
our heighbor: ‘‘We have always re- 
garded negro suffrage as illegally forced 
upon us by the party in power. We 
believe that this is a white man’s gov- 
ernment, and that the fundamental 
idea of the Government is that the con- 
stitutional governing power of the na- 
tion is the white race. We believe so, 
too; and the only way to secure a 
white man’s government is through 
the remedy we propose. Give us uni- 
versal suffrage, and the white ma- 
jority in Tennessee will be near 100,000. 
But war upon the negro, oppose uni- 


_ versal suffrage, and instead of securing 
a white man’s government we will have 


negrosupremacy forever. Ah, but says 
the Ledger, the “ Democratic party,“ 
the Nothern States by overwhelm- 
ing majorities, “repudiates” negro 
suffrage. Who cares what the North- 
ern States desire on this subject. The 
Northern Democracy failed to afford us 
apy relief and are powerless to extend 


‘yelief to themselves, then why 
cling to a helpless party or 
care what the Northern States 


oppose by overwhelming majorities.” 
Don’t our neighbor know that if 
the tables were reversed, and the 
negroes of the Northern States enfran- 
chised and the whites disfranchised, 
that the whites would be clamorous for 
universal suffrage? It is evident that 
Congress, General GRANT and the 
Radical party which now rule this 
country, are determined that the re- 
construction acts of Congress shall be 


enforced in the South, and that negro 


suffrage and equality before the law 
shall prevail asa finality. If the South 
opposes negro suffrage we will havea 
‘‘white man's“ party on one side, 
and there will of course be a “colored 
man's“ party on the other side. So 
that two distinct races which are to 
live together for an indefinite period of 
time, are to be perpetually arrayed 
against each other upon the vexed ques- 
tion of suffrage, with Congress and the 
ruling party of the country on the side 
of the colored race whom they have 
freed, and whom they are determined 
to protect in the right of suffrage. Now 
does it require either a prophet ora 
wise man to say what will be the in- 
evitable result of such a conflict? Con- 


* gress will triumph, and they who re- 


sist its pian will go to the wall. The 
country wants peace, but we will never 
have peace so long as any respectable 
portion of our people are disfranchised. 
The terms imposed upon the South to 
secure peace are shameful, but we have 
no choice now about the matter. The 
question has passed from our control. 
It isin the hands of the leaders of a 
party who control the Government, 
and will continue to control it so long 
as we oppose gniversal suffrage. 
These leaders have chosen to inflict 
negro suffrageon the South asa part 
of their revenge, or “‘ punishment,” as 
they call it, avoiding at the same time 
to make the issue in the leading States 
of the North and West. As to the 
atrocity of this proceeding our opinions 
have already been repeatedly express- 
ed, and are unchanged. But we have 
to deal with the situation as we find it. 
Negro suffrage is a fact. The negroes 
freely in seven Southern States 
a few weeks since for President. They 
will have a vote on the proposed re- 
eonstruction in other States, while, 
perhaps, several hundred thousand | 
white men will not be allowed | 
to vote at all.

Ir is said that planters are disposed 
to sneer at the advice given them by 
newspapers, to plant plenty of corn 
and make all the provisions they can 
this season, and not pitch headlong and 
recklessly into the sole production of 
cotton. What do editors know of run- 
ning plantations? they ask. For the 
sake of argument we will admit they 
know nothing of agriculture. There is 
one thing, however, which they do 
understand better than planters, and 
that is the inexorable law of supply 
and demand, wich regulates trade and 
prices. They know that the present 
high price of cotton is due to short 
crop, as the present high price of pork 
is due to the same cause, and that the 
low price of corn is owing to its abund- 
ance. They know that had the South 
neglected grain last year and raised, 
say three million five — thousand 
bales of cotton instead of les than 
2,500,000 bales, the staple would now 
be nearer fifteen cents than thirty cents 
per pound in value, and that corn 
would command double prices. Let 
us illustrate further by asking what 
would matter the short hog crop of the 
West to the people of the South, had 
they raised enough of provisions, as 
they did of corn, for their own use. 
Abundance of any commodity begets 


low values as scarcity begets high 


values, and cotton, no more than 
corn or pork, is not exempt from 
these influences. Let the people 
of the South increase the pro- 
duction of cotton this season and 
in thesame, oragreater proportion, will 
prices be lower next fall and winter. 
We want them to raise plenty of cotton, 
for it is to their and our interest that the 
products of cotton should be cheap, 
since there are few manufactories in 
the South; but we want them first to 
be surefof abundance of grain, provis- 
ions, vegetables, etc., so that whatever 
cotton may be a year hence, they will 
all the same be independent as regards 
the common necessaries of life. We 
advised planters to follow this pro- 
gramme last winter; they did so, 
and are now reaping and enjoying 
the results. Let them reverse it this 
season, and they will come out at the 
end as poor as they were this time 
last year. In nine cases in ten a short 
crop of cotton, if it is general and un- 
derstood, will bring more money to 
the planter than a large one, because 
the short crop is raised at less expense 
and commands higher prices, and 
when a small crop of cotton is planted 
it is attended with plenty of provis- 
ions and grain. If planters give their 
sole time and attention to cotton this 
season, by the unerring law of supply 
and demand low prices will be sure to 
follow, and what money the crop does 
bring will barely pay for the grain 
and provisions that will have to be 
brought from the North. One thing 
we would especially impress upon the 
minds of the planting community is 
that Western farmers lost money on 
the last corn crop, and will be likely to 
plant comparatively little this season, 
so if this important staple be neglected 
by the South also, famine prices may 
be counted upon as surely as that the 
sun rises and sets. Hence, if for no 
other reason, it is manifestly to the in- 
terest of planters to look well to corn. 
It is natural for planters to think edi- 
tors urge the raising of provisions from 
selfish motives, because they have to 
buy provisions, but this is a great mis- 
take, and as such is apparent to all 
reasonable thinkers. Do not editors 
also have to buy cotton goods? Our in- 
terest is identical with that of the 
planter. When he is prosperous we 
thrive, but when he ignores the neces- 
saries of life we all have to suffer and 
starve together. The good of all 
classes here at the South depends upon 
the tillers of the soil, for. we are an ag- 
ricultural and not a manufacturing 
people. It requires no knowledge of 
planting to arrive at the facts which 
we here t to our 
readers in the interior. Cot- 
ton manias have swept over the 
Southern States before, and they have 
always been followed by a scarcity of 
grain, provisions and money, derange- 
ment of all business interests, with ruin 
and disaster sometimes broadcast. We 

need not refer farther back than the 
season of 1867, with its unhappy expe- 
riences and results, for proof of this; 
nor to present a happy contrast need 
we go farther back than the year 1868, 
as showing also how economy and ju- 
dicious management have raised the 
people of the South from the depths 
of poverty and despair, and placed 
them far ahead on the highway of 
prosperity and wealth. Let the same 
prudent course be pursued this year, and 
all will be well; the country will be as 
much better off than now as it is now 
advanced beyend its condition at this 
time last season.

NASHVILLE. 


Arrival of Arnell — Rich Develep- 
ments Promised by Ratter in Re- 
gard to the School Fund—Defeat of 
the East Tennessce Railroad Ring | 
—A Bill Intreduaced to Disband the 
Militia —Seeretary Fletcher vs. 
Brownlow President Johnson and 
the Governorship—A Militiaman 
Sheets and Hills a United States 
Seldier —Browntow’s War (on- 
menced. 

Special Dispatch to the Memphis Avalanche.) 
NASHVILLE, February 10.— Early in the 
session a bill was passed by the Senate 
providing that on the fourth Thursday of 
next May an election should be held for 
three Judges of the Supreme Court, and to 
fill the place of every Circuit Judge, Chan- 
cellor and Attorney General in the State 
who is now holding his office by «ppoint- 
ment. When the bill went to the House, 
it was regarded by the Brownlow wing as 
a direct rebuke to the Governor for having 
so completely ignored the provisions of 
the Constitution in this respect, and it 
was therefore rejected on its second read- 
ing by a tie vote. Since then, 
however, several meetings have been 
had in several of the most Radical 
counties in East Tennessee, demanding 
that the Legislature shall enact such a 
law, and intimating very plainly that 
Brownlow has had his way inthe matter 
long enough. This action of their constit- 
uents has had the desired effect on the 
East Tennessee members during this 
morning’s session. The vote by which 
the bill was rejected was reconsidered, it 
then passed the second reading and was 
made the special order for to-morrow 
morning. when it will pass its final read- 
ing in the shape in which it caine from the 
Senate. 

Arnell got here to-day. On motion of 
his particular friend Gilmer, the charges 
against the rebel tanner were referred to 
Singletary’s committee, although that 
committee was appointed to consider only 
how far officers and members of the 
House were implicated, It is of course 
a whitewashing move. The committee 
will report to-morrow. in the meantime, 
the original Investigation Committee is 
hard at work, and a supplementary report 
will be, in a day or two, made containing 
certain racy developments which Rutter 
has been holding in reserve for the 
especial damnation of the chief plunder- 
ers. 

The East Tennessee railroad ring suf- 
fered another disastrous defeat in the 
House this afternoon, in the indefinite 
postponement of the House bill granting 
$200,000 aid to the East Tennessee and 
Western North Carolina railroad, the 
measure being regarded as atest of the 
disposition of the House with regard 
to the contemplated introduction of 
another omnibus bill; the vote stood 
ayes thifty-six, nays twenty-five. Filled 
with rage unutterable the East Tennessee 
members at once proceeded to re- 
venge themselves on their party associ- 
ates this side of the mountains, by hand- 
ing them over body and soul to the ten- 
der mercies of the dreaded Ku-Klux. 

The following resolution was offered by 
Mr. Taylor, of Carter and Johnson, was 
adopted by 35 ayes to 24 nays—all but 
three or four of the East Tennessee mem- 
bers voting in the affirmative: 

Be it resolved, etc., That as the finances 
of the State are in acrippled condition, 
and as the organization and maintenance 
of a militia force will necessarily groatly 
add to our indebtedness, and in lieu of that 
fact the Governor is hereby directed to 
disband the militia already organized, 
and instructed not to call any more into 
service. 

So you see that its an ill wind that 
blows nobody any good. 

The Banner will publish to-morrow a 
letter from Secretary Fletcher, in which 
he makes a fiercer onslaught on Brownlow 
than has ever appeared even in any of the 
Democratic papers of the State. He at- 
tributes all ourevils to the malignity of 
the State Government, and says most em- 
phatically that the only hope of Tennes- 
see isin the extension of the franchise. 
He expresses his utter amazement at the 
silence with which people have so long 
submitted. 

Semi-official advices from Washington 
intimate that Johnson will not, under 
any circumstances, accept the nomination 
from a convention, but that he will be 
likely to run if thespontaneous and unan- 
imous desire of the Conservative masses 
for him to do so should be expressed in an 
address or any other method than a nomi- 
nation by a convention, accompanied by 
an entangling platform. He will not go 
into the canvass except to conduct it in 
his own way. 

A soldier of the 45th Infantry named 
Ford was shot and instantly killed bya 
militiaman to-night, on North College 
street. The coroner’s jury rendered a ver- 
dict of deliberate murder. This is the 
first blood of the Brownlow war, and there 
is a good deal of excitement.

Our cumbrous, heavy cars cost 
over two thousand dollars a plece; those 
in New Orleans about seven hundred and 
fifty dollars. Many of the cars are large 
and roomy, yet, with the exception of 
during the hour about noon, are generally 
quite full of passengers. Inthe morning 
the tide of travel sets inward toward the 
business centres—in the afternoon home- 
ward again; and in the evening the thea- 
ter-goers manage to make travel brisk 
until a late hour. Then close on toward 
midnight the last car people—the last cars 
leave Canal street at twelve at night. Our 
cars take in at or before nine o’clock, and 
persons in the suburbs desiring to attend 
the theater and return by rail must char- 
ter acarat a high price. Some New Or- 
leans cars makewsixteen, and onthe shorter 
lines even twenty trips perday. We will 
not say’ how many trips our cars make 
for it would sound too ridiculous abroad; 
people here know to the sorrow. In 
most of eities the street car is a demo- 
cratic institution, Everybody rides in it. 
People who have their carriages consider 
nevertheless that the street car is just as 
much theirs, just as much a blessing and 
Convenience as the carriage is. Invalu- 
able are they, cheap, rapid and at most 
times comfortable, Ladies do not disdain 
them on their way te the opera, and misses 
and children find in them @ regreatjon not 
to be obtained in any other way for the 
same money. 

In Memphis people are charged ten cents 
for riding in a slow, dirty, uncertain car, 
and only ride when they cannot help 
themselves. Many business men living a 
mile from Court Square walk to their 
offices in preference to the annoyance and 
extortion of the cars.

The money market was quiet to-day, 
with few new cotton bills offering as a 
general thing, but the supply offexchange 
liberal and rates unchanged. One bank 
sent bills to the amount of $250,000 East 
yesterday, Currency continues to come 
in freely and is easy for all business pur- 
poses. In the general market the aggre- 
gate of business was light but provisions 
and corn were firm, and the latter active. 
Other articles of merchandize are un- 
changed. A few Arkansas buyers are 
staying over until the last of the week 
and are looking about with a view to 
purchasing. 

Gold was dull and we heard of a dealer 
selling $800 at 135, though 135% was the 
ruling rate in the routine of counter trans- 
‘actions. In buying dealers were not in- 
clined to pay over 134 but 134% was paid 
for a few small sums. It opened in New 
York at 154%, advanced to 185 at 11 a. m., 
was 134% at noon and closed at 135. 

In scrip there was no movement of con- 

sequence, but considerable talk in regard 
to a report in circulation for a day or two, 
that a former county official, now absent 
from the city, had forged warrants to a 
considerable extent. Dealers looked over 
their warrants carefully and scrutinized 
closely any that were offered but came 
across none ef the bogus as they thought, 
and breathed freely once more. Buying 
and selling rates were unchanged and 
were in fact nominal for all the business 
that was done. There was no county serip 
on the market and but very little inquiry 
for city was experienced. Actual warrants 
are held by dealers at 78 to 80, but ledger 
balances can be had at 75, if not lower. 

There was no movement in securities, 
though all kind were in demand. Missi«- 
sippi Central Railroad bonds are wanted 
at 65 to 66. The City Bank is in the mar- 
ket for Southern stocks and bonds as quo- 
ted at the head of this column. 

In New York to-day money was very 
easy at 6to7 per cent. on call, with gold 
opening dull and closing with an advance 
of 4, to 3¢c in consequence of a large short 
interest and the bulling“ of a prominent 
stock house. Sterling was 100% for 60-day 
“bills. Governments opened with a further 


improvement and closed strong with a de- 


mand from the bears“ to cover previous 
contracts. The stock market opened with 
a fair demand to cover shorts, and with a 
elight advance in leading shares, but 
iosed dull with less disposition to sell.

Two important decisions by the United 
States Supreme Court are reported. One 
of them expresses the opinion of the 


Internal Revenue law, it was not intended 
to tax the income of persons other than 
citizens of the United States, wherever 
resident, and of residents, whether citi- 
zens or not. It also limits the State juris- 
diction to impose taxes. The other de- 
cision holds that the income tax is consti- 
| tutional, defines its nature and lays down 
the duty of Assessors as to returns of in- 
come made in coin. 


Cotton Market. 

There was a fair demand in the market 
to-day, but it was irregularly distributed 
and consequently almost unfelt in some 
quarters, so while some factors got full 
Prices, others were less fortunate, The 
feeling was very generally one of firmness, 
especially among holders of bright cotton, 
in view of decreased receipts and stocks,

They are 
said to answer all the purposes of the 
woolen blankets, and are furnished at the 
low price ot from s to $6 50 per pair. Be- 
sides their value as something new, if 
generally adopted they will add largely to 
the consumption of the staple, with a cor- 
responding effect upon the price. 

A good many Northern manufacturers 
are beginning business in Alabama. The 
Kennedale Cotton Mill, near Tuscaloosa,

It is because our peo- 
ple are so slow in anything of 
enterprise, No portion of the South is 
richer in all the elements of material 
wealth than West Tennessee, and strang- 
ers wishing to invest in lands or develop- 
ing the resources of the country are cor- 
dially invited to come and see for them- 
selves. 

The cotton factories of Columbus, Ga., 
are doing a rushing and profitable busi- 
ness, though selling goods at lower prices 


in their own markets. An exchange of 
Saturday says most of the cotton goods 
have advanced one cent, and that the 
three factories of Columbus are running 
14,000 spindles and are unable to fill orders.

The New York Dry Goods Reporter of 
the 6th instant reviews the market at some 
length, and presents the following views: 


The spring trade as yet exhibits but 
little symptoms of animation, and those 
who wanted to force things up at the open- 
ing of the year now discover that they 
ha ve fallen into an egregious error. We 
intimated so much at the time, but like 
Cesar they thought they could work 
wonders with money and influence. Give 
me money, says Cesar, and have men, 

ve me men and ri have money. 
thought some of our Rhode Island and 
Eastern manufacturers at the commence- 
ment ofthe new year, but they have lived 
long enough to discover the imprudence of 
the course they pursued, and they may 
live long enough to shed crocodile tears 
over the matter, for were it not for the 
speculative movement in cotton, the mar- 
ket ere this time would be wholly de- 
moralized for the sale of cloth. The rapid 
advance in the price of this staple, how- 
ever, tends to impart firmness to the dry 
goods market in the face of a masterly in- 
activity, and the indications are that buy- 
ers cannot hold out long enough to test 
the matter. fairly; for with cotton at prea- 
ent prices very few goods can be produced 
at ruling rates to afford an adequate re- 
muneration for the interest involved. 
Still our people cannot see the propriety 
of going back to war prices again, and 
their instincts and anticipations tell thei 
that sooner or later we must approach the 
normal condition of things before the war, 
of the longings of those who 
think otherwise. Nor can we have any 
healthy trade until prints ar®once more 
retailed everywhere at one shilling and 
fancy Cagsimeres at ten. 

For the present, however, everything in 
the form of fabrics tends to a rise, and we 
have no means to check this advance but 
to instruct the whole people to purchase 
the smallest possible amount of goods 
necessary carrying on a steady, safe busi- 
ness, It is very probable that many classes 
of goods may be higher at the next pur- 
chase, but then it is much safer to buy on 
a rising, than sell on a declining market. 

We have schooled the trade now toa 
sense of their duty, and if mill owners do 
not heed our warnings, they will sooner or 
later come to grief, like the spool cotton 
deal 


The market ſor cotton goods generally 
has been without much activity since our 
last; but with an actiye demand for the 
raw material on both sides of the Atlantic 
and a further advance in prices, the cloth 
market, on the whole, retains its firmness, 
and a more animated inquiry would have 
a tendency to impart increased buoyancy 
to the market at once Owing to the in- 
ertia prev however, during the fore- 
part of the week there was some weak ness 
apparent in several classes of plain un- 


bleached 8, such as heavy and 4-yard 
brown sheetings, etc., as well as pase 
styles of prin ealicos; bat toward the 


close the market is stronger for every- 
thing in the cotton line except spool 
thread, which has suffered another violent 
decline. But, with cotton on the rise, it 
does not require any great stretch of im- 
agination to form the conclusion that 
spool thread is now selling at prices rather 
below than above cost, and is, therefore, a 
safe investment. 


In regard to exports and foreign con- 
sumption of cotton the New York Chroni- 
ele of Saturday remarks: 


The exports for the week are again ex- 
tremely limited. Foreign buyers have, 
however, during the week, and for the first 
time this season, become large purchasers, 
not only here but atall the Southern ports, 
Small amounts have heretofore been sent 
forward on spinners’ account, but the bulk 
of our fo.eign shipments hitherto have 
been to cover contracts made for future 
delivery. English spinners have pre- 
ferred to depend upon the small Liv- 
er stock and the short sales un- 
til shipments from this side had al- 
most entirely ceased, and their stock 
had reached a point forcing them to buy 
here or think more seriously of stopping 
their mills—a course less wise for them- 
selves, or one more to the advantage of 
the American producer, could not pos- 
sibly have been marked oat for them. 
The only thing which has hithorto checked 
the upward movement in our market and 
served to support opposite opinions as to 
the course of prices, has been the belief 
some have had inthe oft-repeated asser- 
tion that the English mills were to be put 
on half time. The half time profession 
2 2 to have been a mere creation of 
the imagination, Without doubt there 
has been some slight falling off in 
the consumption, but not at all to 
the same extent required to keep 
up the Liverpool stock. With that 
decreasing each week, and with ship- 
ments from this side ata stand still, t 
result could not be doubtful. Our stocks 
to be sure are improving, which would be 
an element of weakness were Liverpool a 
little better supplied; but her wants are 
too pressing to admit of delay. If, there- 
fore, consumption is not checked the sup- 
ply at Liverpool must be increased, and 
therefore holders think they have the 
matter in their own hands, for the present 
at least. The course of the market would 
be quiekly chan by very large ship- 
ments from this side, with asimilar move- 
ment from India, or avery decided falling 
off in the consumption. 

The exports of cotton this week from 
New York show a further decrease, the 
total reaching 2,003 bales, against 4,155 
bales last week.
